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>• SPLICING 


© Cross the bare ends of one 
short wire and one long wire 
about one inch from the ends . 

© Hold wires with left hand at 
crossing.... With thumb and 
finger of right hand wrap the 
free end of each wire around 
the other wire • 



Cover wires with soldering paste. 
Heat splice by holding it firmly 
against hot iron.... touch solder 
to wire, allowing it to flow down 
through the splice. Shake off excess 



Wrap the bare portion of each 
wire with rubber tape • 


Bind the two wrapped wires 
together with friction tape, 
bringing it over the end of the 
outside insulation . i b r a y 
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
